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DOCTORS' FEARS 
OVER NHS PLANS

AN Oswestry GP is leading 
calls for health bosses to look 
again at controversial shake- 
up plans amid claims the pro¬ 
posals are “naive to the point 
of being dangerous”. 

And the calls come as fears rise over 
what the Future Fit health shake-up 
in Shropshire will mean to Mid Wales 
patients. 

Dr Ian Rummens of the Cambrian Medical 
Practice in Oswestry along with Dr Simon Hod- 
son of Riverside Medical Practice in Shrewsbury 
this week wrote an open letter to health bosses 
raising fresh fears about the shake-up. 

Dr Rummens is secretary of the Local Medi¬ 
cal Committee, a group made up of GPs which 
represents their interests, while Dr Hodson is 
chairman of the organisation. 

Their open letter speaks of their concerns at 
plans to close an A&E department in Shrop¬ 
shire. 

Failure 

The proposed opening of alternative Urgent 
Care Centres will, they claim, put further pres¬ 
sure on struggling NHS services that are cur¬ 
rently “struggling, to the point of failure”. 

They describe hopes that A&E admissions will 
fall under the proposed system as “optimistic in 
the extreme”, adding: “Whilst this document is 
written from the perspective of what the hospi¬ 
tals have to do to cope, it ignores the significant 
transfer of work and major impact on failing and 
grossly under-resourced primary care services. 

“On that basis we believe it is naive to the 
point of being dangerous.” 

In response to the letter health bosses warned 
that leaving Telford’s Princess Royal Hospital 
and Royal Shrewsbury Hospital in their cur¬ 
rent situation is “not an option” but that the 
review, known as a strategic outline case, was 
at an early stage. Dr Julian Povey, chairman of 
Shropshire CCG and Dr Jo Leahy, chairman of 
Telford & Wrekin CCG issued a joint statement, 
which said: “Everyone within the Shropshire 
and Telford & Wrekin clinical community rec¬ 
ognises that there needs to be change in our 
healthcare system. 

“The strategic outline case looks at how our 
hospitals could change, but is only one part of 
this process. We also need to look carefully and 
recognise the impact on primary and commu¬ 
nity care.” 

Meanwhile a Powys health campaigner has 
raised her fears about what impact the Future 
Fit programme will have on Mid Wales patients. 

County Councillor Joy Jones voiced her fears 
after the board of Shrewsbury and Telford Hos¬ 
pital NHS Trust unanimously voted in support 
of plans to create a single emergency centre for 
Shropshire at a meeting last week. 

She warned the potential loss of Shrewsbury’s 
A&E would be “devastating and detrimental” 
on Mid Wales residents.

Billy builds a time ma¬ 
chine that allows them to go back to the com¬ 
pany’s heyday and bring all the talent ‘back 
to the future’ in an attempt to save the day.” 

Bosses at the theatre company say their de¬ 
cision to base a story around a compilation of 
much loved songs will pay dividends for the 
audience. Dani said: “We have dropped our 
ticket prices to just £10 and £8 because we al¬ 
ready have costumes and props and so it is not 
as expensive to put on. 

“We want to pass that saving onto our au¬ 
diences.” 

Back to the Musicals will be staged at The 
Marches School in Oswestry on May 19, 20 
and 21 at 7.30pm. 

Because the production is a family friendly 


show there will also be a matinee on May 21 
at 2.30pm.

Oswestry Musical Theatre Company’s 
roots date back to the 1920s and 30s when 
the Operatic Society flourished in Oswestry, 
performing at the King’s Theatre, New Street 
and the Victoria Rooms, Roft Street. It was re¬ 
formed in 1962, as the Oswestry and District 
Amateur Operatic Society, putting on its first 
show of HMS Pinafore in January of 1964. 

The name of the company was changed to 
the Musical Theatre Company to reflect the 
changing nature of the shows performed and 
to attempt to attract a larger audience.

Bus subsidy row 
school ordered to 
payout £17,000 

A SCHOOL that spent nearly £500,000 
over five years to bus pupils from out¬ 
side its catchment area will have to repay 
£17,000 - 50 per cent of the cost of sub¬ 
sidised transport from April 1 until Sep¬ 
tember 2016. 

Llanfyllin High School is accused of 
breaking council rules by subsidising 
transport to almost 200 pupils outside 
its catchment area, including 140 from 
across the Welsh border in the Oswestry 
area. 

Originally, Powys County Council’s 
cabinet was being asked to make the 
school repay £100,000 from the last year’s 
spend. But deputy leader Councillor 
Wynne Jones said he changed the recom¬ 
mendation to 50 per cent of the cost for 
the next six months after discussion and 
emails from parents. 

The cabinet met on Tuesday to con¬ 
sider a report recommending the school 
repays the money. 

Llanfyllin Councillor Peter Lewis, who 
is also on the school’s board of governors, 
said he and other members had wanted 
the report to be withdrawn from the 
meeting until after the conclusion of an 
on-going investigation. He claimed peo¬ 
ple within the county council knew what 
was going on at Llanfyllin School and 
they turned a blind eye to it because the 
council was saving money as a result of 
the school bussing in pupils and subsiding 
transport.

THE New Saints have been crowned 
Welsh Premier champions, securing their 
fifth successive title after beating chief ri¬ 
vals Bala Town 2-0 at the weekend. 

In their last game of the season at Park 
Hall, the defending champions lifted the 
trophy at their Oswestry base to complete 
the second stage of possible back-to-back 
trebles. 

The Saints completed a record 10th 
league triumph in their history and, with 
the Welsh Cup Final to come early next 
month, few would bet against them from 
adding more silverware.

A PUBLIC meeting has been 
called to discuss the impact the 
movement of massive lorries 
carrying wind turbine parts will 
have on Mid Wales’s crucial tour¬ 
ist season. 

Welshpool Town Council is hosting 
the meeting next week, after Wales 
transport minister Edwina Hart con¬ 
firmed work on the Tirgwynt Wind 
Farm, between Cefn Coch and Carno, 
will go ahead this August. 

The turbines will be 383 feet high. 

Mrs Hart said turbine transporters will 
travel along the busy A483 from Oswestry, 
passing through central Welshpool towards 
Castle Caereinion and along the B4385 
through Cefn Coch to Tirgwynt. 

The meeting was called after issues 
were raised during a discussion at the last 
Welshpool Business Forum meeting. 

Deputy mayor and Councillor Steve 
Kaye, also chair of Welshpool Business 
Forum, said the lorries will cause major 
hold-ups during the most important part of 
the year in Mid Wales - the tourist season. 

“Why did they not think about doing this 
during the winter months? The hierarchy 
doesn’t take into consideration that the 
summer months are vitally important for 
Mid Wales, it’s the tourist season. These 
months are the time when money is spent 
in our towns and villages,” he said. 

Another hot topic being raised at the 
meeting is antisocial behaviour blighting 
the town. 

In a bid to tackle the problems, Welsh¬ 
pool Town Council has been calling for a 
Designated Public Place Order, which has 
now been renamed as a People and Place 
Order, to restrict drinking in the town but 
says it has been left disappointed as it has 
not received backing from Dyfed-Powys 
Police and Powys County Council in imple¬ 
menting it. 

Councillor Kaye, who will chair next 
week’s meeting, said: “This is us trying to 
work with the police, not fighting against 
them. If this order was in place, it would 
mean another tool in the toolbox for the 
police.” 

The public meeting is being held in the 
Council Chamber of Welshpool Town Hall 
on Monday at 6pm. 

The wind farm’s transport company and 
the police will be at the meeting. 


TWO members of staff at Oswestry Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital are limbering up to run the 
London Marathon.

I’ve done a few half marathons be¬ 
fore but this is my first big event and the 
first time I’ve ever done any big fundrais¬ 
ing. My target was £1,500 and I’ve already 
reached that thanks to a couple of events. 
I put on a curry night with a promise auc¬ 
tion and also some ‘Mr and Mrs’ entertain¬ 
ment.”

He added: “I thought it was a good op¬ 
portunity because the hospital charity gets 
spaces every year.

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Man sent to 
prison for 
grooming girl 

A MAN has been jailed for 12 years 
after grooming a teenage girl. 

Christopher Wayne Edwards, 40, of 
Gilmour Court, Welshpool, admitted 
rape, sexual activity with a child, tak¬ 
ing indecent photographs of her and 
supplying her with drugs. 

Mold Crown Court heard this week 
how it started when the victim was 
just 15. 

Edwards was ordered to register 
as a sex offender for life and a sexual 
harm prevention order was made to 
curb his future activities. 

Judge Niclas Parry said the defend¬ 
ant had admitted sexual offences of a 
most serious kind which involved the 
deliberate and prolonged grooming 
of her by supplying her class A and 
B drugs. He had taken advantage of 
her and slowly and surely gave her 
amphetamine and cocaine to the det¬ 
riment of her health. “She became 
utterly reliant upon your drugs,” the 
judge told him. 

“You used drugs to facilitate the 
offences and took the most appalling 
images of her,” Judge Parry told him. 

The only real mitigation was his 
guilty pleas, the court heard. 

Edwards previously admitted four 
charges of sexual activity with the 
girl, one charge of possessing an in¬ 
decent photograph and three charges 
of taking indecent photographs of her, 
and supplying the complainant with 
drugs.

THE cost of closure-threatened 
services has been revealed by 
Shropshire Council as groups 
across the county begin negoti¬ 
ations over their future. 

Town and parish councils and com¬ 
munity groups now have five months 
to come up with suitable agreements 
to manage or fund at-risk services. 

Leisure centre and swimming pool pro¬ 
viders are also likely to be asked to reduce 
the amount it costs to run the facilities to 
keep them open. 

Those facing potential closure include the 
county’s libraries, including six large ones 
stationed in Shropshire’s market towns. 

Leisure centres across the county, in¬ 
cluding those at Oswestry, Market Dray¬ 
ton, Much Wenlock, Shrewsbury, Ludlow, 
Church Stretton, Bridgnorth, Ellesmere, 
Wem and Whitchurch, are affected by the 
cuts. 

The price of saving closure-threatened 
facilities for the community has been spelt 
out, including those in Oswestry. The price 
of saving Oswestry Library has been put at 
£320,850 while saving customer services 
will cost £60,070 and the cost of saving 
youth centres in the area is £58,010 while 
the price of saving its leisure centre is given 
as £88,110. 

The leader of Shropshire Council, Coun¬ 
cillor Malcolm Pate, has said that some 
services could be maintained if town and 
parish councils decided to increase their 
precept by a small amount per person, each 
year. 

He said: “It is only those services that the 
town and parish councils feel that are im¬ 
portant to communities they are willing to 
precept or deliver themselves to continue. 
If a service isn’t needed or they are not 
willing to precept, it will close. We meet 
the question a lot, will they actually close, 
but the budget is what it is, there is just no 
money. The cash will simply not be there 
to deliver them.” Councillor Pate added 
that some councils have shown “a great 
deal of understanding” about the situa¬ 
tion, while the authority’s chief executive, 
Clive Wright said that the situation was 
“very positive” and he thanked councils 
for their cooperation. However, Councillor 
Alan Mosley, leader of Shropshire Council’s 
Labour group, said that the county author¬ 
ity was absolving itself of responsibility for 
providing the services. 


TWO Shropshire people, including 
one from the Oswestry area, have 
been rewarded for their community 
spirit. 

The awards were handed out by 
High Sheriff of Shropshire David 
Stacey at Shrewsbury Crown Court 
after being recommended for the 
commendations by Judge Robin 
Onions. 

Sian Roberts from Sweeney near 
Oswestry, was recognised for com¬ 
ing to the assistance of a rape vic¬ 
tim. 

And Travis Fletcher-Greenwood 
also received a High Sheriff award. 

Mr Fletcher-Greenwood was 


walking through Whitchurch town 
centre when he was alerted by cries 
for help coming from the Apparel 
store in Green End. 

He chased and grabbed Karl Arm¬ 
strong but was forced to let go after 
Armstrong pulled out a knife and 
cut his hand. 

He later received seven stitches 
at Whitchurch Hospital. Armstrong, 
44, was later arrested by police who 
identified him using DNA taken 
from Mr Fletcher-Greenwood’s 
jacket. High Sheriff Mr Stacey said 
the recipients of the commendations 
were “examples to us all”. 

He said: “It was a wonderful oc¬ 


casion to be part of as those people 
have acted in a truly exceptional 
way. It was a great privilege to meet 
them and their families, there were 
some really proud mothers and part¬ 
ners there. 

“Mr Fletcher-Greenwood wres¬ 
tled a man to the ground, he is a 
hero, and as for Mrs Roberts, she 
demonstrated such bravery but also 
wisdom which enabled a rapist to be 
brought to justice. 

“Many people decide it isn’t their 
business but actually it’s the public 
who can play a big part in helping 
the police bring people to justice, it’s 
policing with consent.”

COUNCILLORS have warned Shropshire will not be able to cope if 
health chiefs go ahead with plans to close an A&E. 

Oswestry Town Councillor John Gareth Jones, who represents Cambrian 
ward, says Shropshire is already struggling with A&Es at Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital, and Princess Royal Telford, so cannot afford to lose either. 

The call comes after the board of Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust unani¬ 
mously voted at a recent meeting in support of plans to create a single emergency centre. 
Councillor Jones made the comments at the 



Shake-up of 
road system 
in pipeline 

A “LONG overdue” shake-up of town cen¬ 
tre roads could be held subject to comple¬ 
tion of a review. 

Members of Oswestry Townscape and 
Transport Forum have been in talks and 
are looking to get the ball rolling so town 
centre roads are looked at by infrastructure 
and business services group Mouchel in a 
bid to determine Oswestry’s “hotspots”. 

Councillor Chris Schofield, also chair¬ 
man of the forum, said the group is trying 
to “get things” moving by getting a brief 
together to see what can be done. 

“It’s been over 10 years since Oswestry 
has been looked at, so it’s long overdue, 
and this review is just a small part but it 
will hopefully pick up some of the town’s 
hotspots. 

“We’re just trying to get something done, 
it won’t cure everything but certainly the 
ball is moving,” said Councillor Schofield. 

“Traffic has certainly increased over the 
past decade, and of course we’ve got to con¬ 
sider the now but also what could come, he 
added.” 

Councillor Schofield said one of the 
town’s hotspots was Gobowen Road. 

He said: “With Gobowen Road being 
one of our hotspots, you have to consider 
if Oswestry does get an urgent care centre, 
which is certainly needed, there will be an 
increase in traffic on that road.” 

Currently Oswestry Town Council, 
Shropshire Council, and Oswestry Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce have managed to commis¬ 
sion £15,000 to help fund the review. 


atest meeting of Oswestry Town Council’s 
levelopment and finance committee, where 
his colleague also called for healthcare to be 
led by clinicians rather than “by the purse 
strings”. 

Councillor Jones said: “It’s time 
Oswestry was recognised and it’s time Lon¬ 
don recognised it’s a very rural area. Peo¬ 
ple in London shouldn’t think about closing 
the one A&E, when we can’t cope with 
two.” He cited A&E staffing problems as a 
cause of current difficulties but insisted the 
NHS is facing a nationwide problem. 

“This is a health service we should be 
proud of but the way it’s going it won’t be 
here much longer,” he said. 

“I think it’s time we asked our four MPs 
to stand united with us. Fight it for people 
from Shropshire and Telford. 

“Let’s all get the best health service for 
people in Shropshire and Telford, that’s 
what I want. I’m not knocking the service, 
the problem is getting through the door, 
once you get in it’s great.” 

Councillor Jones said there were “too 
many chiefs in London” and “not enough 
Indians in Shropshire”. 

At the meeting fresh calls were also made 
for Oswestry to have its own urgent care 
centre. “We want that unit now not in two 
years’ time,” said Councillor Jones. 

Councillors also voiced their concerns 
about ambulances in Oswestry being used 
throughout the Midlands. 

Mayor Peter Cherrington said he had 
been made aware that ambulances in 
Oswestry could sometimes end up in Bir¬ 
mingham. Councillor John Price said: “We 
are the second largest town in Shropshire, 
and our services go down the Midlands. 
They need to answer why as the second 
largest town in Shropshire, we aren’t being 
provided for.” 

Councillors proposed to lobby the coun¬ 
ty’s MPs. They also agreed to invite newly 
appointed leader of Shropshire CCG David 
Evans, the leader of the equivalent body in 
Telford & Wrekin, as well as Gill George, 
chairwoman of Shropshire Defend Our 
NHS, and the parish councils surrounding 
Oswestry to a forthcoming meeting. 


BRAVE two-year-old Liam Kearsley could 
not walk a year ago. 

Little Liam from Penley, near Ellesmere, 
was born with a rare birth defect called 
agenesis of the corpus callosum which im¬ 
pacts on his motor skills.

“Liam completed nine months of physi¬ 
otherapy at the Movement Centre last No¬ 
vember, and last October, I took part in a 
trek of the Sahara desert, and when I came 
back he was walking. 

“If Liam hadn’t have come to the cen¬ 
tre, I don’t think he would he would have 
achieved all the things he is today. 

“I’m so grateful to the centre - the staff 
do a fantastic job, and many people don’t 
realise they’re a charity.

THE restoration of a stretch of a canal through Mid Wales has moved 
a step closer to reality. 

The work to the Montgomery Canal to link Welshpool to the national network 
has moved a step further with a task force now working on a business plan to 
fund the work. 

A steering group says last month’s consultation on a draft plan was positive and meet¬ 
ings are now being set up with both the English and Welsh Governments, county councils 
and other interested parties.

Prison term 
for conman 
is welcomed 

DETECTIVES have welcomed a four-and- 
a-half year sentence handed to a man who 
conned a farmer out of £300,000. 

Michael Smith, 42, of Waverley Gardens, 
Glasgow, pleaded guilty to a charge of con¬ 
spiracy to defraud and was sentenced at 
Shrewsbury Crown Court. 

Judge Robin Onions told Smith his ac¬ 
tions had caused “enormous harm” to his 
victim, who lives in the Oswestry area. 

Now West Mercia Police said it was 
pleased with the sentence. 

Investigating officer Detective Constable 
Danielle Harrison said “This was an intri¬ 
cate case requiring a significant amount of 
detailed investigation, involving financial 
and international enquiries.” 

“It may have taken some time to bring 
Smith to justice and the result is welcomed 
by West Mercia Police.” 

None of the money has ever been recov¬ 
ered. 

Judge Onions said the money had been 
transferred to an account in Andorra in 
two lots of £20,000 and £280,000 in 2008 
and 2009. 

The court heard that Smith had been 
part of what was described as “a boiler 
plate operation” in Barcelona and had 
played a part in defrauding the victim of 
his money. Judge Onions said: “The offence 
for which you were convicted was cynical 
and dishonest in its inception, remorseless 
in preparation and cruel in execution, and 
you played your part in that conspiracy.” 


£30 million. 

To re-join Welshpool with the canal at 
Llanymynech new bridges, a nature reserve 
and a new section of canal will have to be 
built. 

Canal users can currently travel from 
Lower Frankton near Ellesmere to just 
west of Maesbury, near Oswestry, on the 
canal. 

Short sections are in use at Llanymynech 
and Welshpool. 

The canal originally ran 33 miles to New¬ 
town. 

Campaigners who want to see the canal 
reopened to Welshpool want the Welsh and 
Westminster governments to help complete 
the restoration, which has been mooted for 
more than two decades. 

The plan was prepared by a small 
steering group comprising John Dodwell, 
Michael Limbrey, Pat Ward, Councillor 
Malcolm Douglass and the town clerks of 
Welshpool and Llangollen. 

Welshpool Town Clerk Robert Robinson 
said: “There was a very good response to 
the plan with all respondents supporting 
the approach by the group. 

“Discussions have also taken place with 
some land owners affected. 

“The re-opening of the canal will have 
substantial benefits for the area including 
recreation, canal boating, holidays, tourism 
and more. 

“Once the canal has reached Welshpool 
there is a desire to then seek to progress 
towards Newtown. 

“However, the group wishes to take 
things a step at a time so that the project 
is workable.” 

Councillor Douglass, who is the Mayor 
of Welshpool, said: “This is a great step 
forward in bringing everyone together to 
complete what is a wonderful project and 
which will bring so many tourism benefits 
to the area. 

“The group has looked at local solutions 
to local problems which has in turn ensured 
that the cost plan is realistic.” 


Top award for life-saver Kelli 
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Derwen College lifeguard Kelli Smith has been honoured for her life-saving work 


A LIFEGUARD has received a national 
award after she saved a young man’s life. 

Kelli Smith dived into the pool at Derwen 
College, near Oswestry, when she spotted 
the student, renowned as a strong swim¬ 
mer, lying at the bottom. 

Unconscious and not breathing, the man 
was resuscitated by Kelli and other staff be¬ 
fore going to hospital. He has since made a 
full recovery. She has now been awarded a 
Royal Humane Society resuscitation certif¬ 
icate for her swift action which the society 
says saved the man’s life. 

The 35-year-old lifeguard, from Gobowen, 
works at the college for students with learn¬ 
ing difficulties and disabilities. 

She said the incident happened one after¬ 
noon in November last year. “I was with a 


group of 10 students. I noticed one of them 
at the bottom of the pool but as he was a 
strong swimmer, who had already swam 
25 lengths, I moved to the edge of the pool 
to check he wasn’t just swimming under 
water,” she said. 

“As soon as I saw he wasn’t moving I 
dived in. When I got to him I could see he 
was blue and pulled him up to the surface 
and got him out with help. 

“I knew I only had three minutes before 
he was in real serious trouble so breathed 
into his mouth and started CPR. He started 
to cough and breath again. 

“I went into automatic, people say I acted 
like a robot. I was just doing my job, doing 
what I have been taught by instructor, 
Carol Cheetham.”

There are some seriously diffi¬ 
cult decisions about to be made 
by Oswestry councillors if the 
town is to keep lots of the ser¬ 
vices we have come to accept 
as the norm. This week Shrop¬ 
shire Council revealed the cost 
of keeping closure-threatened 
services running and there’s just 
five months for the town council 
or community groups to come 
up with proposals to rescue li¬ 
brary services, youth centres, 
customer services and even the 
leisure centre. Over the Powys 
border councils have already 
been coming to grips with the 
issues with authorities joining 
in a Llanfyllin area cluster while 
Welshpool Town Council has 
taken on toilets, a tourist infor¬ 
mation centre and even a day 
care centre. Street cleaning is 
the latest consideration. Shrop¬ 
shire Council says it needs to cut 
£320,850 costs from Oswestry 
Library, £58,010 from youth cen¬ 
tre costs, £60,070 from custom¬ 
er services and need the leisure 
centre operators to cut costs by 
£88,110 to keep the newly built 
facility running. 

These are massive costs for a 
town the size of Oswestry to deal 
with and the only way the addi¬ 
tional funding can be found is by 
increasing council tax, which will 
be a hard pill to swallow for res¬ 
idents and a difficult decision to 
pass in the council chamber. 

What the people of Oswestiy 
will find hard to understand is 
that Shropshire Council will still 
increase its precept while provid¬ 
ing less and less - and that can’t 
be right. The leader of Shrop¬ 
shire Council, councillor Mal¬ 
colm Pate, has said that some 
services could be maintained if 
town and parish councils decid¬ 
ed to increase their precept by a 
small amount per person, each 
year. He said: “It is only those 
services that the town and parish 
councils feel that are important 
to communities they are willing 
to precept or deliver themselves 
to continue.” Well I’ve got news 
for you Mr Pate - all the threat¬ 
ened services are important to 
the residents of Oswestry. Per¬ 
haps if Shropshire Council had 
been operating in a more busi¬ 
ness-like fashion - particularly in 
the running of the controversial 
ip&e company set up to generate 
income - we would not be facing 
this crisis. 

The company was intended 
to generate income and profit 
by selling the council’s services 
to other organisations. But in 
less than four years of trading 
the company has only returned 
a small profit on one occasion. 
In fact out of the £1.162 million 
revenue, sales to Shropshire 
Council had been £1.145 mil¬ 
lion - meaning sales to outside 
organisations had only amount¬ 
ed to £16,617. That’s a failure of 
massive proportions in business 
terms, and this was allowed to 
carry on for four years. In the pri¬ 
vate sector directors would have 
lost jobs.

MP fears he will be the 
last to hold historic seat 


Boundary changes could 
signal the end for the seat 
of Montgomeryshire. SALLY 
WILLIAMS finds out more 

TIMES are changing for our 
MPs. Come the next General 
Election it is likely some will be 
cast aside - not voted out by 
the electorate but forced from 
a shrinking Parliament. 

A total of 50 seats will be shed 
at the next General Election. That 
means our region will have to take 
its share of the cuts. 

One MP expecting the chop is Glyn 
Davies, MP for the ancient Parliamen¬ 
tary seat of Montgomeryshire. The seat 
has been hotly contested for centuries 
- and he says he is “disgusted” that his 
constituency could die with boundary 
changes in the next Parliament. 

Mr Davies is fearful that he will be the 
last politician ever to hold the traditional 
post, which was created in the 16th cen¬ 
tury. 

He spoke in his most recent blog on the 
controversial changes in Parliamentary 
boundaries that will see many historic 
constituencies consigned to history. 

The Boundary Commissions have 
begun a review to identify the 50 seats 
to abolish. 

It means the West Midlands could send 
six fewer MPs to Westminster following 
boundary amendments before the next 
general election. 

The four commissions covering the UK 
launched the review in February, saying 
they will draw up plans by September to 
scrap 32 seats in England, 11 in Wales, 
six in Scotland and one in Northern Ire¬ 
land. 

Mr Davies writes: “In 2013, Parlia¬ 
ment resolved that the number of MPs

be reduced from 650 to 600. I sense 
the public welcome this - largely in 
response to the expenses scandal that 
filled our newspapers in 2010/11. It was 
also resolved that each constituency 
should be of the same size with the 
same number of constituents. 

“This would work out at figures 
around 75,000. The Boundary Commis¬ 
sion was charged with drawing up the 
new constituency ‘map’, with only a 
five per cent tolerance to allow for local 
circumstances. I thought it should have 
been eight to 10 per cent. 

“As the Bill passed through the 
Lords, their Lordships - quite outra¬ 
geously, although personally welcomed 
by me - inserted a delay of five years 
before the new boundaries would be 
confirmed. We are now in the process 
of building up to this in 2018, in time 
for 2020 election. 


“The position in Wales is much 
greater than anywhere else because of 
previous over-representation and more 
limited flexibility around boundaries. 

“The number of Welsh MPs will re¬ 
duce from 40 to 29. We are expecting 
the Welsh proposals to chop Montgom¬ 
eryshire into three pieces, going south, 
north and west. The detailed proposals 
will be made in September and con¬ 
firmed in 2018. At least the ancient 
county of Montgomeryshire/Maldwyn 
will survive as an Assembly constitu¬ 
ency.” 

Mr Davies said he was saddened and 
dismayed at the process. 

He adds: “Personally, I utterly detest 
this change. It seems bizarre to me that 
we are “reducing the cost of democracy” 
while continuing to increase size of the 
House of Lords. 

“And I really cannot see why every 


constituency must have the same num¬ 
ber of constituents, irrespective of local 
circumstances, historic links and spar¬ 
sity. 

“But it was in the Conservative ‘offer’ 
at last year’s election. So there we have 
it. Unless something unexpected hap¬ 
pens, I will be the last MP for Montgom¬ 
eryshire.” 

Traditionally, the seat has been a 
stronghold of liberalism in the Welsh 
countryside - with two notable excep¬ 
tions. 

It fell unexpectedly into the hands of 
the Conservatives after 99 years of being 
held by the Liberals, when local solici¬ 
tor Delwyn Williams took the ‘safe seat’ 
from Lord Hooson in 1979 and Glyn 
Davies triumphed over Lembit Opik’s 
13-year spell as MP for the constituency 
in 2010, with a majority of 1,184 votes. 

Mr Williams said that he found him¬ 
self in a similar position to the one Mr 
Davies finds himself in today, back in 
1982, when a review was under taken. 

He said: “The Boundary Commission 
undertook a similar review in 1982. It 
decided that Radnor should be incorpo¬ 
rated with with Montgomeryshire. This 
was a tough call for me because, emo¬ 
tionally, I was against it but politically it 
would have made my Conservative seat 
safe for a very long time. That decision 
was later overturned.” 

Another former holder of the Mont¬ 
gomeryshire seat was Liberal Party 
leader Clement Davies, who served the 
constituency from 1929 until 1962, and 
who led the party from 1945 to 1956. 
Following his death, Lord Hooson “the 
founding father of the Welsh Liberal 
Party” took over until 1979. 

He was also a leading QC and rep¬ 
resented child killer Ian Brady in the 
Moors murders trial in the 1960s. 

He contested the Liberal Party leader¬ 
ship election of 1967, but withdrew in fa¬ 
vour of Jeremy Thorpe. And Lord Carlile 
of Berriew, who was made a life peer in 
1999 was awarded the CBE in 2012 for 
services to national security. 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 




Whist working in Westminster, 
I will often speak to constituents 
on the phone. I am regularly told 
not to bother calling their mobile 
number as the reception is totally 
inadequate. I know at first-hand 
how frustrating it is to try and 
maintain a signal whilst travel¬ 
ling across North Shropshire as 
I travel to constituency meetings 
and events. The signal in my own 
home has been actively worsen¬ 
ing in recent years and using the 
mobile in the house has become 
near on impossible. 

The proportion of people who 
use their mobile handset to ac¬ 
cess the internet rose from 57 per 
cent in 2014 to 61 per cent last 
year. Since 2015, smartphones 
have overtaken laptops as the 
most popular device for getting 
online. Superfast 4G is helping 
change the way we shop, bank, 
watch TV and communicate as 
two thirds of phone-owners use 
their phone for nearly two hours 
a day on average. It is perhaps 
no surprise that the number of 
4G mobile subscriptions rose 
from 2.7 million at the end of 
2013 to over 23 million last year. 

In 2015, 76 per cent of adults 
bought goods or services online, 
up from 53 per cent in 2008. This 
national move toward e-com¬ 
merce via mobile handsets 
means connectivity, via broad¬ 
band and 4G coverage, is more 
important than ever for busi¬ 
nesses in North Shropshire; it is 
a scandal that we are not able to 
take advantage of the same level 
of connectivity that much of the 
rest of the country enjoys. 

North Shropshire still has a 
long way to go until we are up to 
speed with the rest of the coun¬ 
try. In my numerous meetings, I 
have made it clear to the oper¬ 
ating companies that the cover¬ 
age maps available via Ofcom 
woefully overstate the extent of 
coverage of each of the mobile 
networks in North Shropshire. 

I have a meeting scheduled for 
Friday next week at Shropshire 
Council organised by Cllr Steve 
Charmley. Connecting Shrop¬ 
shire will be present to discuss 
the network in North Shropshire 
and follow up on the issues 
raised at the last meeting in Jan¬ 
uary. The Local Government As¬ 
sociation, who are undertaking 
a review on mobile connectivity, 
will be there to discuss their pro¬ 
gress and representatives from 
local mobile phone shops will 
also attend to learn for them¬ 
selves what plans are in place 
to ensure local improvements go 
ahead. 

The signal in North Shropshire 
not just bad but is deteriorating 
weekly. Local people and busi¬ 
nesses have the right to a better 
signal and I would encourage 
constituents experiencing prob¬ 
lems to continue to contact me 
with their own experiences so 
that I can add their weight to my 
campaign.

IF I SELL LAND THAT IS LATER DEVELOPED, CAN I CLAW 
BACK FOR THE INCREASED VALUE? 

Q: I am selling a piece of land which has the potential to be developed. Is there any way I can keep a share of that increased value if valuable planning permission 
is granted in the future? 

A: You need an “Overage Clause” drawn within the Contract of Sale to “claw-back” part of any specified uplift in the future.Also known as a ‘claw back’ or ‘uplift’ 
clause, an Overage Clause is a potential right to receive future payments in respect of land. The potential right becomes an actual right when the relevant trigger 
event occurs e.g. the granting of planning permission. 

The overage agreement will apply for however many years the seller and buyer agree at the outset. The length of the “clawback period” is a matter of negotiation 
but is usually between 10 to 30 years. The seller normally expects to receive a percentage of the increase in the land value generated by the grant of a planning 
permission. The percentage can be whatever the parties agree but if for example the parties had agreed 50%, then the uplift payment would be the value of the 
property with qualifying planning permission minus value of the property without qualifying planning permission multiplied by 50%. 

The overage clause can also be drafted to include details of how and when any future payment is to be made. The seller can also ensure that any future owners of 
the land are bound by the clause by imposing a restriction in the title to the property at the Land Registry to the effect that no transfer of the land can take place 
unless the new owner has entered into a Deed of Covenant with the seller or by imposing a charge on the property 

You will need to tell your solicitor exactly what you want to achieve so that the best contract for you can be drawn up.

A GUN was pointed at the face 
of a terrified shop assistant by 
a masked man during an armed 
robbery at a store in a village, a 
court heard. 

His woman accomplice was said to 
have acted as a getaway driver as the 
pair escaped from the shop in Mor- 
da, near Oswestry, with a till and two 
charity boxes. 

Details of the raid at the Corner Shop 
in November 2014 were heard by a jury at 
Shrewsbury Crown Court this week. 

On trial is Angela Colohan, who is alleged 
to have instigated the plan to carry out the 
robbery, and was behind the wheel of her 
Honda Accord car as she and the masked 
gunman got away. Colohan, 31, of Ham¬ 
monds Place, Gobowen, denies robbery and 
being in possession of an imitation firearm 
- a Beretta BB gun - with intent to commit 
the offence. The jury was told that the gun¬ 
man was 29-year-old Jamie Watkiss, who 
had admitted his part in the raid and was 
on remand in custody awaiting sentence. 

Walter Bealby, prosecuting, said that 
while Colohan did not enter the shop, it was 
a joint enterprise and he alleged that she 
and Watkiss were “in it together”. 

In a statement read to the court, Man- 
deep Kaur Singh, who was helping out 
at her parents’ store, said a man burst 
in wearing tights over his head and had 
pointed a gun at her face and shouted “give 
me the money and I won’t shoot you”. 

Watkiss, of Llys Road, Oswestry, said he 
was the masked man and claimed the gun 
belonged to the defendant. 

The trial continues. 


IT is the end of an era as one of 
Oswestry’s oldest gift shops will 
close its doors for the final time this 
weekend. 

The Gates Gift Shop will close on 
Saturday after 20 years trading in 
Oswestry, after a search for a buyer 
to maintain the long established 
business proved unsuccessful. 


Jacqueline Willman and Wendy 
Unwin, the mother and daughter-in- 
law partners, took over the business 
nine years ago. Mrs Unwin said: 
“When we bought the business the 
intention was always to promote 
our own brand products and ex¬ 
tend the shop to offer workshops, 
a whole-food sewing cafe and art 


courses. However without raising 
a significant investment to achieve 
this ambitious plan this was just not 
going to be possible in the current 
location.” 

Mrs Unwin will carry on with her 
sewing business, while Mrs Willman 
will focus on painting and drawing, 
as well as holding classes. 


Club captain 
stole match 
fees court 
hearing told 

THE captain of a cricket club pock¬ 
eted more than £1,000 in match fees 
and kit money and spent the cash on 
gambling, a court heard. 

Nicholas Woodcock was team cap¬ 
tain and a committee member at 
Oswestry Cricket Club when he car¬ 
ried out the fraud between April and 
September last year, Telford Magis¬ 
trates Court heard on Monday last 
week. 

Samantha Morgan, prosecuting, 
said 27-year-old Woodcock had been 
responsible for collecting match fees 
during the 2015 season. 

But he later confessed to club 
chairman Mike Robinson that he had 
taken the money, which amounted to 
£1,030. A disciplinary meeting was 
held and Woodcock said he would try 
to pay the money back, Mrs Morgan 
told the court. She said he also admit¬ 
ted spending the money on gambling 
and, following the disciplinary meet¬ 
ing, he was banned from the club. 

The court heard that Woodcock has 
since repaid the money in full. 

Woodcock, of Henley Drive, 
Oswestry, pleaded guilty to a charge 
of fraud by abuse of position during 
the hearing. Shaun Davies, for Wood¬ 
cock, told the court: “He tells me now 
he doesn’t gamble at all.” 

Magistrates handed him a six- 
month community order and told him 
to carry out 50 hours’ unpaid work. 

He was also ordered to pay £185 
costs and £60 victim surcharge. 

Woodcock was given a two-year 
prison sentence, suspended for two 
years, at Shrewsbury Crown Court 
in February, having admitted two 
offences of fraud which involved him 
swindling £85,000 from his former 
employer, Signmaster Systems Ltd of 
Waymills in Whitchurch.

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Farmers are 
urged to get 
disease advice 

LIVESTOCK farmers across Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales are being urged 
by the NFU to talk to their vets as the 
industry braces itself for a return of 
Bluetongue disease. 

Fears have been raised that the 
insect-borne viral disease - which is 
particularly dangerous for sheep - 
could reach Britain’s south coast by 
September. 

Now farmers in the region have 
been urged to make sure they are pre¬ 
pared in case the virus spreads to the 
area. 

The NFU said there is currently no 
vaccine available for UK farmers and 
added it is working with Defra and the 
industry to secure vaccine stocks. 

The virus mainly affects small blood 
vessels and this can lead to reddening 
and swelling of the lips, mouth, nasal 
linings and eyelids. 

Animals can lose condition rapidly 
and may have quickened breathing, 
nasal discharges, excess salivation 
and frothing. 

The midge-borne disease has been 
circulating in France since last sum¬ 
mer. 

Defra has confirmed there is an 80 
per cent risk of it reaching the UK by 
Sep tember this year. _

Families urged to share 
organ donor experiences

FAMILIES in Mid Wales who have 
been affected by the system of 
consenting in Wales to organ do¬ 
nation are being urged to share 
their experiences. 

Wales is the first place in the UK 
to set up the new system which is de¬ 
signed to make it easier for people to 
donate their organs. 

On December 1, 2015 Wales introduced 
a new system of consenting to organ dona¬ 
tion encouraging people to register their 
organ donation decision and to talk about 
it with their families and friends during 
their lifetime. 

If they ‘do nothing’ it is presumed that 
they don’t have an objection to organ dona¬ 
tion and their consent can be deemed. 

Now an independent project led by Ban¬ 
gor University’s Professor Jane Noyes and 
Dr Leah McLaughlin, is seeking to find out 
the experiences of those who have been af¬ 
fected by the new system. 

Prof Noyes said: “It is incredibly impor¬ 
tant to listen to the experiences of families 
and friends of a loved one, who sadly passed 
away and were a potential organ donor. 

“We would particularly like to hear from 
people who were not able to support the 
donation decision of their loved one who 
passed away. We would also like to hear 
from people where ‘deemed consent’ ap¬ 
plied to their loved one. This means that 
their loved one could have opted out but 
chose not to and therefore it was assumed 
that they had no objection and their con¬ 
sent to organ donation was deemed.”

1s NEWS in brief 

Authority 'is 
ready’ for taxi 
app company 

SHROPSHIRE will have to “wait and 
see” if taxi app company Uber will ex¬ 
pand to the county, raising concerns 
there could be problems with licensing 
arrangements. 

Members of Shropshire Council’s stra¬ 
tegic licensing committee discussed the 
company at a meeting recently when 
council officers assured members they 
would be ready should the taxi operator 
get in touch about expanding. 

Uber, which allows people to book taxis 
through an app on their smartphone, 
already operates in London and has 
branched out to Birmingham and other 
areas in the Midlands. 

And while it has no immediate plans to 
come to Shropshire, councillors discussed 
the implications if it did. 

The firm sub-contracts bookings which 
could lead to people in Shropshire book¬ 
ing taxis provided by drivers not licensed 
by the county, but by another authority. 

This means council officers could not 
take action against drivers licensed by 
another authority. 

Speaking at the meeting, held in Shire- 
hall, officer Paul McGreary said: “This is 
an example of where the legislation has 
not kept up with change in operational 
process. But it is not just an issue for 
Shropshire, is it is a national issue. 

“It is something that does need to be 
picked up on a national level.” 

Many councillors raised concerns that 
the introduction of the firm into the 
county could have an impact on Shrop¬ 
shire’s current drivers. 

Councillor Joyce Barrow said: “I do 
think Uber will be a threat to our taxi 
drivers. I am mindful of this - is there 
protection in place for drivers in the 
area?” 

Library staff 
numbers cut 

THE number of paid library staff across 
Shropshire has reduced by about a quar¬ 
ter over the past six years, figures have 
revealed. 

But during that time the number of un¬ 
paid volunteers has increased by about 38 
per cent in libraries in the region. 

Figures obtained by the BBC as part 
of an investigation show there were 187 
paid staff in libraries in Shropshire in 
2010, compared with 135 now. 

In Telford & Wrekin there were 61 paid 
staff in libraries six years ago, compared 
with 52 now. Shropshire Council had 247 
unpaid volunteers in 2010 and has 332 
volunteers now, while Telford & Wrekin 
Council had 27 unpaid volunteers six 
years ago but 112 now. 

Figures also reveal four libraries, in¬ 
cluding mobile libraries, have closed in 
Shropshire since 2010, compared with 
none in Telford & Wrekin. 

Shropshire Council and Telford & Wre¬ 
kin Council have been looking to offload 
its libraries as part of cost-cutting meas¬ 
ures. 

Local communities have been coming 
forward to run the facilities. 

Stuart West, Shropshire Council’s cab¬ 
inet member for leisure and culture, said 
the council had not closed libraries but 
had commissioned for several to be run 
locally. 

More calls to 
forces helpline 

AN armed forces charity which has a 
branch in Shropshire has reported an 
85 per cent increase in requests for help 
from serving troops to its confidential 
helpline. 

SSAFA, formerly known as the Sol¬ 
diers, Sailors, Airmen & Families Asso¬ 
ciation, received 21,983 requests for help 
last year through its Forcesline service - 
a six per cent increase on 2014. 

But the most striking increase was 
among serving personnel. More than 
3,000 called Forcesline last year com¬ 
pared to 1,600 the year before. 

In Shropshire, the number of requests 
for support rose by 38 per cent between 
2013 and 2015. The organisation set up 
Forcesline at the request of the British 
Army following the deaths of four young 
army recruits at Deepcut Barracks. One 
of those was Cheryl James, whose par¬ 
ents now live in Llanymynech, who was 
found with a gunshot wound to her head 
in November 1995 at the Deepcut Army 
Camp in Surrey.

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Ask for help if you can when making measurements and carrying out other DIY tasks Always take great care when using ladders around the home Make sure you get your measurements right 


IF you want to start improving your 
home this spring, ensure you get 
the basics right because they’re the 
basis for everything else. 

Accurate measuring is vital for all sorts 
of DIY tasks, but it’s surprisingly easy to 
get wrong. 

If you can, get someone to help you meas¬ 
ure or check your measurements, especially if 
you’re measuring a large area or can’t afford 
to make a mistake. 

Digital measurers can’t be used to measure 
everything, but they make a lot of measuring 
quick and easy. 

With a digital measurer, you simply point

the laser dot where you want to measure and 
press the button to ‘fix’ the reading, which is 
extremely accurate. 

A metal ruler is a must for DIY because it’s 
sturdy and rigid and you can’t score into it ac¬ 
cidentally with a craft knife. 

The main problem with metal rulers is that 
they can slip on smooth surfaces, so make sure 
you spread your fingers out along the length of 
the ruler to hold it down. 

Go for a ruler that’s calibrated right up to 
the end, as this makes measuring and marking 
much easier. 

Felt-tip pens are easy to see when you’re 


marking, but they can be too thick for preci¬ 
sion work. 

A sharp pencil is often better, but pencil 
lines can be hard to see on some surfaces and 
can get erased in the process of cutting, such 
as when using a water-cooled diamond-wheel 
tile cutter. 

Working safely on ladders is a must, and not 
doing something as simple as extending a step- 
ladder fully can be dangerous. 

Many ladders come with instructions about 
how much weight they can take, which side 
you can climb up, if you can use both sides, 
how to lock them in place and other ways to 
use them safely. 

Never stretch or overreach when you’re up 


a ladder because this could destabilise you and 
it, and make sure you wear sensible shoes that 
won’t slip off. 

Your ladder should have non-slip feet for 
safety, but the feet also help to prevent damage 
to flooring indoors. 

Outdoors, extension ladders should be placed 
on a firm, level surface and the top should rest 
against something solid and not against things 
like gutters and windowpanes. 

To stop the ladder from slipping, secure both 
the top and bottom with straps or ropes and 
clips or hooks, ensuring they’re anchored to 
something immovable, or put something really 
heavy against the bottom of the ladder so it 
can’t move. 


If you can get someone to hold the ladder 
while you’re up it, even better. Extension lad¬ 
ders can be particularly dangerous on ‘shiny’ 
floors, such as tiles or floorboards with a gloss 
finish.Make light work of stripping wallpaper 
with Screwfix’s Titan TTB419STM 2000W 
Wallpaper Stripper (£29.99, Screwfix). 

There’s a Velcro strap to keep the long steam 
hose together when not in use so it doesn’t get 
damaged and a slot on the handle to store the 
steam plate.There is also a detachable steam 
plate that reveals a small plate for working 
around doors and windows and in other awk¬ 
ward areas. Use the steamer with Screwfix’s 
No Nonsense Long-Handled Scraper (reduced 
to £3.99, Screwfix).

A SHROPSHIRE school pupil has 
been tipped as one to watch in fu¬ 
ture Olympic competitions after 
impressing on his first talent pro¬ 
gramme, writes DANI WOZEN- 
CROFT. 

“He’s going to do well your lad, 
don’t worry,” the Olympic Tal¬ 
ent Pathway coaches told Arran 
Eccleston’s proud dad Darran as 
they watched him practise his clay 
pigeon shooting.

The Thomas Adams School 
pupil has been to two sessions so 
far and said it is just where he 
wants to be. 

“Everyone there is really good, 
but it just makes me want to get 
better so I’m really enjoying it,” 
he said. “You get coached by cham¬ 
pion shooters and it is helping me 
to improve already. 

“My favourite part of shooting 
is the competitiveness of it, con¬ 
stantly trying to better myself and 
improve. 

“I’m really looking forward to 
learning more and getting better 
as I practise more.” 

Arran began shooting at the age 
of 10 after going along to watch his 
father, who shoots as a pastime. 

After trying his hand at clay pi¬ 
geon and game shooting himself, 
Arran had a few lessons at the 
West Midlands Shooting Ground 
in Hodnet and found he had a nat¬ 
ural ability for it. 

Just 12 months ago, he started 
taking part in competitions and 
quickly qualified for the county 
junior team, which involves shoot¬ 
ers up to the age of 21. 

He gained a silver medal in 
the county all-round competition 
in Nottingham and a gold in the 
county English Sporting discipline 
last year - which meant he was 
the Shropshire Junior Champion 
for 2015. 

He’s now aiming to represent 
great Britain in 2020, 2024 or the 
2028 Olympics. His main ambition 
right now is to represent Britain in 
the Junior World Championships, 
he will also take part in the Eng¬ 
lish Open in May.
